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Bread and the Anti-Bread

Since Neolithic woman started painting 
recipes on cave walls, bread has been an 
important motif in literature. It is indeed the 


staff of life. It is eaten in every known 
culture except for a few. This paper will 


examine bread as the recurrent archetype in 
literature that it is, and in terms of the anti- 
bread, or urban jungle buns, found in 
modem metafiction. 

The staff of life, bread is a recurring motif 
found in literature. It establishes a pattern of 
food common to all cultures. In Blue Ribbon 
Breads, the Irish Soda Bread resonates with 
the cultural karma of Ireland. This cook- 
book records, “Soda bread comes from - 
Dublin and traditionally has an X across the 
top” (91). In contrast, the Honey Crescent 
Rolls “were awarded the Sweepstakes ribbon 
at the Missouri State Fair” (39). Cultural 
barriers are again destroyed by Aunt Annie’s 
Nut Rolls: “These delectable sweet nut rolls 


are traditionally served in Czechoslova- 
kian homes for the holidays” (62). Indeed 
it amazes this writer that bread is so 
universal. 

But bread has moved beyond its former 
role as a mere food motif into the modern 


world of literature, and is most often 
manifested as the anti-bread. Professor 


Pedro Sorenhijo would have discussed 
this motif in his English 292 class except 
the proof took too long and would require 
him to prepare before class. This rise of 
bread in modern literature is best captured 
in the newly released Bread Machine 
Cookbook. This work establishes bread 
in its modern form: machinated, imper- 
sonal, kneaded by the metal spatulas of 
industrialization rather than the hands of 
the archetypal earth mother. This is the 
anti-bread. This is the evil opposite of 
bread as a type for love; this is the 
scapegoat bread. Machine notes in its 
introduction the modern wickedness 
associated with bread: “Some people are 


Bread = Good

In my multiple years of teaching Bread 
Science, or “Breadology” as we call it, I 
have arrived at the conclusion that not 
only is bread good but it is actually one of. 
the ultimate “goods.” I could write 
volumes of studies and commentary on 
bread but because of this limited forum I 
will limit my writing to my favorite 
aspect of this topic. In my upper level 
class “Bread Uses 345” we discuss the 
wide variety of uses that bread can 
envelope. Most people do not even begin 
to grasp the magnitude of its span. For 
most it is so common and second hand 
that we over look the countless varieties 


of bread: wheat, pumpernickle, rye, raisin, 
cinnamon, Wonder, the list goes on and 
on. Then with each type you can toast it, 
fry it, bake it, roast it, swish it into little 
balls, or any other manner of preparing to 
create a tasty treat. Bread has even in 
some cases helped to bridge cultural gaps, 
as in the case of Italian bread, or French 
toast. Bread can be the protective covering 
of a sandwich or. if broken into small 
pieces, the delicious stuffing of a large: 
fowl. The possibilities are endless! If I 
were forced right now at gunpoint to 
choose one single food item that I would 
have to eat the rest of my life (and nothing 
else) I would not hesitate a moment in 
choosing bread. I have had countless 
debates in recent weeks over this very 
issue but not once have I failed to prove 


concerned about weight gain due to eating 
more bread if they purchase a machine” 

(1), but concludes with the injunction “Be - 
bold” (1). This is the true message of 
modem bread: Despite the horror, we are 
not to be hollow men and: women. We can 


be bread-filled. We can overcome the 
fascination of the abomination, we can 


butter both sides. — 

In the final analysis, carerful readers will 
recognize that bread is indeed the staff of 
life. In traditional literature it connotes 
belonging, understanding, and is associated 
with love and mother. In modem letters, 
the anti-bread pervades all genres affirming 
the existential adage: You can have your 
bread and bake it too.
